LD 1936: An Act Concerning the 
Discount Factor and Capitalization 
Rate in the Tree. Growth Tax 
Statutes, This .proposal will have 
an effect on the state valuation of 
forestlands classified under tree 
growth tax law. The tree growth 
Statute states that the State Tax 
‘Assessor must estabblish a valua- 
tion for all forest types within 
each county (softwood, mixed 


‘growth, and hardwood). There are; 
four factors which the State Tax 


Assessor uses in establishing 
these valuations: 1) Stumpage 
price, 2) Growth rate, 3) A dis- 
count factor, 4) A capitalization 
rate, 

The legislation before us now 
would change two of these fac- 
tors, the discount factor and the 
capitalization rate, and would ap- 
ply new rates to these factors, The 
discount factor is currently at 
30%, and the capitalization rate 
is at 10%.
